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DON JUAN Richard Strauss 
(Transcribed by Mark Hindsley) 


Richard Strauss wrote Don Juan in 1888 at the age of 24, 
basing it on a poem by Nicolaus Lenau. The poem deals with 
the hero's search for ideal beauty and his disillusionment 
in not finding it. The essence of his work is summed up 
by Lenau as follows: "My Don Juan is no hot-blooded man 
eternally pursuing women. It is the longing in him 
to find a woman who is incarnate womanhood. Because he does 
not find her, although he reels from one to another, at 
last disgust seizes hold of him, and this disgust is the 
devil that fetches him." 


SERENADE IN Eb MAJOR, Op. 7 Richard Strauss 


The serenade for 13 wind instruments was composed by 
Strauss when he was only 17 years of age. Although it is 
somewhat naive compared to his later works, it nevertheless 
already displayed his own unique compositional style. It 
was first performed in Dresden in 1882.

TILL EULENSPIEGEL'S MERRY PRANKS Richard Strauss 
(Transcribed by Mark Hindsley) 
Till Eulenspiegel has been described as "The most genial 
humoresque ever written in sound". Basically, the tone poem 
describes the following events: the rogue, Till, rides his horse 
through a crowd of market women sitting chattering in their stalls. 
He impersonates a priest. He becomes a Don Juan and waylays 
pretty women. One bewitches him, but Till's advances are met with 
derision. He is angered but goes on his way playing waggish 
pranks and generally annoying everyone with whom he comes into 
contact. Finally, he is dragged away by the sailor to the criminal 
tribunal where he calmly lies to every question asked. When he is 
condemned to death, reality and fear seize him. He is taken to the 
gallows where he is strung up for his crimes, and his soul takes 
flight. The epilogue, picking up the theme of the introduction, 
continues as the people moralize over Till and the hanging.
